The operation takes perhaps 
Lbout twenty minutes for each bird after it 
Jas been caught, and in this time some two 
hundred to two hundred and fifty feathers of 
various sizes are pulled. Each bird is plucked 
twice a year, tho plumes requiring a growth 
of about seven months to reach perfection 
The feathers, if not retailed on tho premises 
or in Los Angeles stores, are sold by weight 
A short tune ngo they went as low as *§> a 
pound, but they ure uow going up. th,» wear- 
ing of ostrich feathers in hats havin» an-ain 
become fashionable. A full grown bird "will 
give rather more than a pound of feathers 
between las two plucks, but as they are vora- 
cious feeders there is not much profit to be 
made out of keeping them when feathers are 
fetching low prices. They arc fed mainly on 
alfalfa supplemented by corn and almost any 
vegetable food that conies handy. -Sau Fran- 
cisco Chronicle.

A little narrow gauge road, called the 
Mineral Range, led from the copper 
mines to their outlet on Lake Superior. 
It was a very rich road, and paid 10 per 
cent, dividends as unfailing as tho rains 
of heaveo. On this road, twelve and a 
half milt 9 long, Ivcs plumed his infant 
wings for loftier flights. 


Tho Mi neral Kango road was so pros- 


perous that somo mino owners resolved 
to build :mother ono parallel to it. Ives 
and somo confederates had got together 
$11,000. They wrought on tho fears of 
tho stockholders of tho Mineral Kange 
road by representing that tho new rail- 
way would ruin the old, till they actually 
purchased tho stock for a mere song and 
obtained control of tho road. 


They tlicu started as a banking firm in 


New York under tho nauio of Henry S. 
Ives & Co. They issued fraudulent stock 
of tho Mineral Range road, sold it at 
great profit and pocketed tho money. 


In a year's time they stole from tho 


Mineral "Range road §838,304. With part 
of tho proceeds, $13,000 cash and $150,- 
000 in BC'iurities, they next bought aeon- 
trolling interest in the Cincinnati, Ilani- 
ilton an'l Dayton railway, of Ohio. In 
a year and a half they robbed this pros- 
perous road of over $2,500,000. They 
then got possession of tho Vandalia sys- 
tem in tho west. Their plan was very 
simple, to steal money from ono road 
with which to buy another. 


Last of all Ivcs & Co. fixed their eyes 


on tho (jreat Baltimore and Ohio road 
itself. They had actually contracted to 
buy it from Mr. Robert Garrctt. Ives 
displayed tho option of tho road on Wall 
street fur days. But a declining stock 
market hindered tho consummation of 
tho deal. Then suddenly Mr. Oarrctt 
withdrew from tho negotiations. 


This was in July, '1887. In August, 


Ivcs & Co. failed for $15,000,000. Tho 
Columbian bank, of Philadelphia, was 
obliged to close its doora on account of 
accommodations to Ives & Co. 


Only during tho suit entered by the 


Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton road 
against Ivcs for fraudulently obtaining 
money < lid tho true story of his stupen- 
dous transactions on the gullibility of his 
fellow men come out. 
Ono of his subor- 


dinates aiado confession. The doors of 
tho penitentiary seem yawning before 
tho brilliant financier. But through il 
all ho maintains an unruffled nervo and 
n smiling exterior that challenges the ad- 
miration of an ordinary honest poor per- 
sou.

Tlio glamour that 
has surrounded 


Washington for a century is now being 
blown away a little, nnd tho real man is 
seen. The genuine Washington wore 
No. 13 boots, lie ordered them blacked 
up tho legs very carefully and placed at 
his l>ed room door every morning. When 
they were not done to suit him tho negro 
servant who blacked them ronfessed 
that— 


"Uo lammed mo over tie head wid 'em 


all through do hall." 


1 f his slaves did not obey his orders 


the irato father of his country raised his 
cano and whacked them soundly with 
his own hands. He was a man of tower- 
ing temjwr, and sometimes lost control 
of it. Somo young men galloped past 
his carriage ono Sunday and covered him 
with dust. Ono of the youths testified 
afterwards that ho never got such a curs- 
ing i ; his life. Chief Justice Marshall, 
wliun plain Maj. Marshall, ventured to 
opiose Washington's wish that ho (Mar- 
shall) should run for congress. Thereat 
Washington poured upon him such a 
torrent of abuse that the very air waa 
blna. Marshall declared that ho never 
heard the like, and hn no tuoro dared to 
call his soul his own, so browbeaten, 
bullyragged 
and 
outraged 
ho was. 


Washington was also an enormous eater, 
aixl had a lingo nose, which was fiery 
red in cold weather. He had the physi- 
cal strength of almost two ordinary men 


Tho collection of his writings edited 


by Worthington C. Ford contains some 
letters the early historians all saw fit to 
suppress, in tlio interests of glory. One 
of the most remarkable of these was 
written in 1763. Ho sent it to the cap- 
tain of a West Indian ship by the hand 
of a slave. He requested the captain to 
handcuff the negro and take him to the 
West Indies and sell him, because he 
was a "rogue and a runaway." In re- 
turn for the negro Washington desired 
tho captain to bring him:

thousand dollars to send correspondents 
through Iowa to write up prohibition as a 
failure. 
Such are many of the articles now 


published all over the country. But let the 
friends of Prohibition use all the honorable 
means in their power, and especially attend 
to getting out the voters who are indifferent 
on the subject. If those who hesitate could 
be persuaded to act, the result would not be 


"I opposed prohibition because I bclievec 


it not thc best way to deal with the evils o 
intemperance. I voted against the prohibi 
tory amendment. In the state senate I advo 
cated resubmission, firmly believing that th 
people ought to have an opportunity of a»ain 
voting upon that question. 
But my id a 


were overruled by the legislature, and law! 
enacted to enforce prohibition. And now 
ladies of Leavenworth, prohibition ii the fiiet 
and unalterable law of the Slate. There is 
more than 100,000 majority in favor of it 
Since the prohibitory amendment went in 
wilh a majority in favor of it, the State has 
gained 700,000 people, and it isa fact thatan 
overwhelming majority of them came to Kan- 
sas because of the prohibitory law. The sen- 
timent is growing stronger every day. Dema- 
gogues may sneer at the law and the police 
commissioners because they fail to enforce it 
but I tell you it is as fixed as the laws of thc 
Medes and Persians, and will never be re- 
pealed in Kansas. 


People who oppose it are becoming more 


and more reconciled every dav. Hundreds of 
men who believed this law would prove im- 
practicable and work mare evil than good, 
would not now vote for an open saloon for 
anything, and I am one of them, i have come 
to the conclusion that saloons are not a neces- 
sary evil, and no vote of mine will ever 
encourage the opening of one 
I believe it to 


be the moral and religious duty of all good 
citizens of this city to lend their moral and 
substantial support to fie police commis- 
sioners in enforcing this and every other law. 
It is the law of the land, made by a majority 
of our people, and the sooner we as a whole 
and united people support the authorities in 
its enforcement, the sooner the demagogues 
and disturbers will be out of business. I make 
no apologies for this speech I speak from 
experience and conviction, and from mv 
heart." 


Does any one need a stronger endorsement 


of prohibition than that? 


Mr. Tomlinson says prohibition has bur- 


dened the people with taxes and yet in 
Shawnee County of which Topeka is the 
county-seat, the rate of State and County 
taxes combined, and it is these taxes which

That his brain nt last, gave way and that he 
died insane proves that physiology has some- 
thing to say to memory. Like every other 
gift, memory must be used with discretion, 
or else tlio frail fritmo with winch the mind 
is associated may !»• shattered by ovot I rain- 
ing, and what hats Iji'cn thn best may bo cor- 
rupted into tin1 worst. 


A wonderful genius may degenerate into 


an idiot. An amusing instance is given by 
the old philosopher Seneca, tho ma-stur, and 
aft<Tn arils the victim of the, Emperor Nero. 
Ho telis us how on one occasion a poet 
wrote a long poem, which he read before a 
distinguished audience. It was received with 
great applause, but suddenly, to the astonish- 
ment of the audience, and to tho subsequent 
consternation of tbo author, a man started 
u]j and accused the poor poet of plagiarism, 
inasmuch as ho had tome time before written 
tho piece which had been greeted with such 
well defiorvod applause. 


This claim was indignantly denied, till, in 


proof of his assertion, the claimant recited 
the whole poem by heart, word for word, 
without hesitation, and defied tlie poet to do 
the same. This ho was not prepared to do, 
and the audience decided that the one who 
knew the jtoem by heart must havo been the 
author, till ho frankly declared that he had 
never heard the poem before, butliad learned 
it by heart while the poet read it. So "the 
honors were divided," the poet gaining np- 
piatibc for his verses, tho other for las mem- 
ory. 


The French critic, La Motte, is said to have 


played tho samo trick on Voltaire. When a 
jouug author ho onco brought a tragedy, 
whwh he had just composed, to read over to 
the critic. "It H all very beautiful," said La 
Motto, "but tlio .second scene of the fourth act 
is copied, word for word, from a previous 
author," und In proof, to the dismay of Vol- 
taire, ho recited every lino of the scene with- 
out changing a word. Voltaire declared his 


i honesty, and it was only when ho saw how 


distressed tho young author was that La 
Motto acknowledged that ho was so struck 
with tho lioanty of tlio scone that not a word 
escaped the' tenacity of his memory.

Pascal, i» said nu-.vr to have torgotten any- 
thing he had ever known or road, nnd the 
.same is told of Hugo, Crotins, Leibnitz an< 
filler. 
Both knew the whole of VirgilV 


"^T'n.'iil'' by heart. And wo havo all reai 
how llic Athenian Thciiiistocles knew the 
name of every onu of tho 'JO.tXIO citizens o£ 
Athens. 


Tlio great critic, Joseph Scaliger, is pro- 


inmnci'd by Sir William Hamilton to bo the 
most, learned man that tho world has ever 
wx'ii. 
IIi» knowledge was certainly prodig- 


ious, lie used to say to himself that ho had a 
bad memory but n good remimsconce; he 
could not learn by heart as fast as he couldwish, 
but when once-he knew a thing he could al- 
ways recall it. Yet this good man with his bail 
memory complained that it look nini twenty- 
one days to learn tliu whole oC Homer by 
heart; ho had to devote threo months to 
learning in like manner tho whole of tho re- 
maining Cireck poets, and that in two years 
he succeeded in getting by heart the whole of 
the range of classical authors. And this is 
\vh;it he calls u bad memory. 


The most extraordinary feat oC memory is 


ono which Sir William Hamilton believes to 
be truowillioutdoubt, cited to him from Geo- 
grapher Marctns, who witnessed it and had it 
solemnly attested by four Venetian noblemen 
of undoubted honor. Maretus tells us how 
in Padua he met n young Corsijan who had 
gone thither to pursue his studies at tho uni- 
versity. Having heard that the young man 
was gifted with a most extraordinary mem- 
ory, so that ho could retain aud repeat as 
many as ;!0,000 words, which would bo read 
over by him o<rVo only, Maretus nnd sonic 
distinguished friends asked if he would allow 
them to test tho accuracy of what report had 
stated. Ho willingly consented, and there 
were read over an almost interminable list of 
words strung together without any consecu- 
tive meaning, in every variety of language, 
even many of them mere gibberish. 


So long was tho list which was written 


down in order to give precision to tho test 
that tho nudienco was fairly tired out, the 
only fresh one licing tho young Corsican him- 
self, who stood all tho timo with bis attention 
deeply fixed and his eyes cast down upon the 
ground. When it was timo he looked up 
cheerfully and rojicated the whole uninterest- 
ing catalogue of words w ithout a single fault. 
Then, to show how carefully ho retained 
every word, ho went through tho list back- 
ward, then taking every alternate word, 
first, third, fifth, etc., till he, tired out, had 
perfectly satisiiod Maretus tliat bo was tho 
most extraordinary man he had met in 
all his travels. Tho young man added that 
ho would bo ready in a year's time to repeat 
tho task.—Lowiston Journal.

A New <jinij)ow<lcr. 


A new gunpowder, the invention of Mr. 


Hcugs-t, has recently been tested, and the re- 
sults point to it us a promising substitute for 
black ]>owder for military and sporting pur- 
poses. 
The new powder is prepared from 


straw, which is pulverized, chemically treated, 
and finished in granular form for use. It is 
chu'mi d for this powder that it is smokeless, 
flamck'ss, practically non-fouling and non 
heating, and that both the recoil and the 
report nro less than those of black powder, 
with superior penetrative power. From the 
powerful character of this explosive, which, 
weight for weight, is 150 per cent, stronger 
than gunpowder, and is not explodablo by 
concussion, it is probable that in a compressed 
form it will be found to be applicable to 
blasting purposes. In every respect it ap- 
pears to be a powder of great promise.— 
Scieut ific American. 


Perils of the Derp.
